Report of the Credentials Committee. 

This is a petition under Ch. X of tho Rules of Pioeedure 
and Standing Orders of the Constituent Assembly of India 
presented by Shri Satva Dev of Bushnhri . District Mnhn.su. 
Himachal Pradesh, for setting aside the election of the 
Respondent, Dr. Y, 3. Parmar of Nnhan, District Sirmoor, 
as tho representative of Rimaehal Pradesh in the Consti- 
tuent Assembly. 

Himachal Pradesh was constituted i.k a pio\ine< o’ 
India on the Merger of 21 States comprising fTinmba, 
Mandi, Suket. Sirmoor and the following 17 States in 
Simla Hills' — 

(1) Bushahr; 

(2) Baghal; 

(8) Bachat: 

(4) Bnlsan: 

(5) Bhajji; 

(6) Bija; 

(7) Darkoti: 

(8) Dhami: 

(9) Jnbbnl. 

(10) Kenntbjd,

The Mergei was duyl notified in the Gazette of India of 
the 9th of March 1948, and the new Province oame into 
existence on the 15th of April 1948 as a centrally adminis- 
tered area under a Chief Commissioner. For administra- 
tive purposes the Province was divided into four Dis- 
tricts : 


(i) (Tinmba District tor the territory which was known 
as Chain!) a .State before the Merger; 

(n) Mandi District (with headquarters at Mandi) for 
the territories which were included in Mandi 
and Suket Stetes ; 

(in) Sirmooi District (with headquarters at Nahan) for 
the ntoa of the pre-Morger Sirmoor State; 

(iv) Mnhusu District for the territories which were 
formerly included in the 17 Simla Hill States 
aforesaid. 


In view ot the changes that had taken place in the consti- 
tutional and administrative position of several Indian 
States, including the States which now' form part of the 
province of Himachal Pradesh, the President of tho Consti- 
tuent Assombly issued Notification No, CA/48-Ser./48-I 
on the 2ud of August 1948, framing Rules for filling vacan- 
cies in the seats in the Constituent Assembly which had 
been allotted to these States. Rule 4(2) provided, iiiter 
alia, (hat in the States where uo legislature existed, the 
vacancy would be filled by the members of an Electoral 
College constituted in accordance with the provisions made 
in this behalf by the authority specified in column 8 of 
Part II of tho Annexure. In these Rules and the Annoxure, 
one seat was allotted to the Himachal Pradesh and the 
Chief Commissioner of tho province was specified as the 
authority who was to make provision for the constitution 
of the Electoral College. 

On the 7th of August 1948, the President of the Consti- 
tuent Assembly addressed a letter to the Chief Commissioner, 
Himachal Pradesh, requesting him to proceed to fill the 
vacancy in the Himachal Pradesh by election fo be held 
m accordance with the provisions of Para. 4(2) of the 
Scnedule and fixing the 80th of September 1948 os the 
rme before which the election was to be completed, 

On the 29th September 1948. the Chief Commissioner 
reported to the President, Constituent Assembly that Dr. 
i . S. Partnar had been elected to tho Constituent Assembly 
to present Himachal Pradesh, and on the 7th of October 
1948 the election of Dr Y. 8. Parmar was duly notified -n 
th- Gazette of India.

These nomina 
tiona will be forwarded under the signatures of 
the President and the Secretary of the party 
to the Deputy Commissioner of the District 
not later than the 15th of September 1948. The 
mombers of the Electoral College so formed 
will be called upon to meet at Simla, not later 
than the 2 5th September 1948, and to elect 
either from amongst their own number or from 
outside a representative to the Constituent 
Assembly and the name of the representative 
so elected will he forwarded to the President of 
the Constituent Assembly before the 30th 
September 1948.” 

It appears that before the issue of this notification, the 
Ohiei Commissioner had been malting inquiries, through 
the Deputy Commissioners of tho four districts in the pro- 
vince, about tho politioal parties which had been in exis- 
tence for over two years in each district. The replies receiv- 
ed from the Deputy Commissioners disclosed that there 
was no well-organised party of requisite standing in any 
district save and except; the Congress Party which, before 
the ^ Merger, functioned in the 21 States under the name 
of “State Parja Mandals,” In view of this information, 
the Deputy Chief Commissioner thought fit to limit tho 
membership of the Electoral College to eight members 
consisting of two representatives of tho Congress Party in 
each district,, Accordingly, on the 8rd/4th September 1948, 
he addressed the following letter to Dr. Y. S. Parmar, who 
was described as the President of the ‘‘Himachal Pradesh 
Provincial Congress Committee”: — 

“Will you please refer to the notification No 
G. 97-11/48. dated tho 1st September 1948, a 
copy of which has been forwarded to you. 

-• From the replies received from the Deputy Com- 
missioners of districts it appears that there is 
no other party in existence in any of the dis- 
tricts of Himachal, except the Congress Party 
which is eligible for sending representatives 
to the Electoral College for selecting a candi- 
date for the seat in the Constituent Assembly. 
In view ot this it seems best that two repre- 
sentatives of the Congress Party should be sent 
from each of the districts to form the Electoral 
College to elect Himachal Pradesh's represen- 
tative to tho Constituent Assembly. Will you 
please arrange for this to be done? 'it is suggest- 
ed that the meeting of the Electoral Collego 
should take place in the third week of September 
on any date that you may care to suggest.” 

The proposed modifications in the terms of the notifi- 
cation of the 1st of September were not incorporated in a 
fresh notification nor do they appear to have been other- 
wise published. All that was done was that on the 6th 
of September 1948, the Deputy Chief Commissioner sent 
to the Deputy Commissioners of the four Districts copies 
of the letter addressed by him to Dr. Y, 8. Parmar on 
the 3rd/4th September 1948. 

The date specified in the notification of the 1st ot 
September 1948 for filing nominations to the Electoral 
College was the 15th of September, but no nominations 
had been received by that date. It was, therefore, not 
possible to hold the election on tho 25th September which 
find been fixed for the purpose in the Notification. On 
the 22nd of September 1948, the Chief Commissioner 
’ssuod a Notification extending the date for the meeting 
of the Electoral College from" the 25th of September to 
the 29th of September. 

b Simultaneously, on the same day, telegrams were sent 
to the Deputy Commissioners of the four Districts inrimat- 
ng the change of date of the meeting of the Electoral 
jollege to the 29th September and asking them to inform 
their District Congress Committees to expedite nomina- 
ions. Curiously enough, no date for filing the nomination 
>f the members of the Electoral College was mentioned 
n this Notification or the telegrams to the Deputy Com- 
missioners, though the date originally fixed for this purpose 
15th September) had long since exnirod. This omis- 
•ion appears to have been noticed threo or four days 


lator and on the 26th of September 1948 the Chief Com- 
missioner’s Office despatched telegrams to the Deputy 
Coipmissionors saying that the date for receiving nomina- 
tion^, had been extended to the 28th of September 1948, 
that the President or Secretary of the District Congress 
Coqupittoe he asked to give two names before that date 
to their Deputy Commissioners who were asked to com- 
municate those names by express telegrams immediately 
to the Chief Commissioner and pointing out that the meet- 
ing of the Electoral College waa to be held on the 29th of 
September. 

On the 27th of September, the Deputy Commissioner- 
Chambu District, wired to the Chief Commissioner that 
the Chamba District Congress Committee had nominated 
Shri Avtat Chand Mehta and Shri Nihal Singh who would 
bo reaching Simla on the 29th September. The next day 
a telegram was received by the Chief Commissioner pur- 
porting to have been by Shri Nihal Singh from 
Pathunkote that his motor car had failed and he had un- 
avoidably missed the train and asking tor postponement of 
tho meeting. The Deputy Commissioner of Nahnu wired 
v>n the 27th saying that Shri Ttojondra Dat-t and Shri 
Hitendra kSingh had been nominated by the 8irmoor Dis- 
trict Congress Committee. The Deputy Commissioner, 
Mnndi, on tho 28th wired that the Mandi Congress Presi- 
dent felt that tho notice was too short for the electors to 
reach in time. 

As regardp Mahasu District, Dr. Parmar as the Presi- 
dent of the Provisional Provincial Congress Committee 
wrote to the Deputy Chief Commissioner on the 26th of 
September as follows. — 

“The various Praju- Mandals or Congress Committees 
in the Simla Hills have not yet been integrated into one 
District Congress Committee as such there is no District 
Congress Committee for Mahasu District. In order to 
give proper representation to Mahasu I have, as 
settled with you through Shri Antoni, authorised the 
Secretory H.P.C.C. to file nomination of two Mahasu 
Members with the D.C. Mahasu. I hope we shall now bo 
able to hold fhe election as desired by you ou the 20th 
September.” 

This was followed by a letter dated the 27th of September 
by S.hri Sant Ram, Secretory, Himachal Pradesh Provi- 
sional Provincial Congress Committee addressed to the 
Chief Commissioner, giving the names of Shri Padamdev 
and Shri L. D. Vorma as the Congress members from 
Mahasu District on the Electoral College. 

On tho 29th September, a meeting of the Electoral 
College was held in the Himachal Pradesh Secretariat, 
Simla. At this meeting neither the Chief Commissioner, 
nor the Deputy Chief Commissioner was present. The meet- 
ing was presided over by Mr. Antoni, Assistant Secretory 
(Pol.) of the Himachal Pradesh Administration , There 
were only four persons present, namely (1) Shri Rnjendra 
Datt and. (2) Shri Hitendra Singh, purporting to represent 
the Sirnoor Congress Committee and (8) Shri Padamdev 
and (4) Shri L. D. Verma, w'ho had been nominated by 
the President of the Himaohel Pradesh Provisional Pro- 
vincial Congress Committee to represent Mahasu Dis- 
trict, on the Electoral College. No representative of 
Mandi or Chamba Districts attended. Dr. Y. S Parmar, 
though not a member of the Electoral College, was also 
present but did not take part in the election. The afore- 
said four members unanimously olected Dr. Y. S. 
Parmar as the representative of tho Himaoha) Pradesh 
on the Constituent Assembly. Mr. Antani reported the 
result of the election to the Chief Commissioner who had 
t comruunicatad to the President of the Constituent 
assembly. As already stated, the election was notified 
in the Gazette of India of the 7th of October 1918, and on 
the 4th of November Shri Satyadev presented this petition. 

In the petition, the petitioner stated that he wis a red 
dent of Busliahr State and President of the Bushahr State 
f ongress Committee, which had been in existence for- three 
vears and that he was also a member of tho ad hoc Provin- 
cial Congress Committee of Himachal Pradesh. He aver- 
ted that no publicity had been given to tho Notification 
fNo. 0-97-11/48) issued by the Chief Commissioner on 
tne 1st oi September 1948 constituting the Electoral 
Collego and no political party in the province was informed 
of it though there existed 19 different Cortgross Committees 
in Mahnsu District alone; that on the 3rd of September, 
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the Deputy Chief Commissioner, without lawful authority, 
superseded tho Notification of tho Chief Commissioner 
adore -mentioned and informed the Respondent that two 
representatives of the Congress Party should be i-eut 
Tom different Districts to form tho Electoral Col’ eg-, that 
no publicity was givon to this change in the mode cf 
constituting the Electoral College nor were the District 
Congress Committees which were to send two : cpresenva- 
rives to the new Elcoiorul College, informed )1 it; that 
neither the Electoral College, as contemplated in the 
('Lie! Commissioner’s Notification of the 1st of September 
nor in the Deputy Chief Commissioner’s lotter 'A the 3rd 
of September came into exi. ace at all; that, imtepd, 
the authority to select the representatives was illegally 
led to tho Hjnaohal Pradesh Provisional Provincial Con- 
gress Committee to act in any manner it thought fit; that 
even the Provisional Provincial Congress Committee did 
not meet to hold the election; that the Respondent, who 
is the Riusident of that Committee, did not inform all 
its members, but manoeuvred the election fraudulently 
and in a manner which amounted to corrupt practices 
r l ho petitii nor claimed that he as the President of the 
Busluthr Congress Committee had a right to nominate 
members to tho Electoral College and to take part in the 
election and that when power was delegated to the ad hue 
Provisional Provincial Congress Committee, lie ns a 
member thereof, was an elector. For these reamr, lie 
urged that the election of the Respondent was vitiated 
by irregularities, fraud and corrupt practices at.d ouglE 
to bo sot aside and a fresh olection ordered, 

In answer to tho petition, tho Respondent filed a 
written sla'ement in which he traversed the allegations 
in riie peri’ ion. He denied that the petitioner had loan's 
standi to present the petition and contended that the 
plaint did not disclose a cause of action. He further 
averred that the Deputy Chief Commissioner h id foiled 
throughout under instruction of, and on authority 
delegated ic. him by, the Chief Commissioner- that tho 
Electoral College was properly constituted; that the e 1 ac- 
tion was hold by the Electoral College and not by the 
Himachal Piudesh Provincial Congress Commit lee ns 
alleged in the petition and was not vitiated by nnv irre- 
gularities or fraud or corrupt piactices and was valid An 
additional plea was raised that the Credentials Committee 
hud no pu'Fidiotion tofco into the question of the eomposi 
tion or the constitution of the Electoral Colloge which 
was a matter exclusively within the authority of the Chief 
Comm is ioner. 

After tho petitioner’s Counsel and the Respondent had 
made lengthy statements, tho Committeo fra.w l l ho 
fol'ovving i.-suce :■ — • 

(D tV bother the Petitioner has locus standi to pic-wnt 
the petition; 

(It) Whether the petition discloses a cause of action, 

(lit) Whether the election of the Respondent is in- 
valid. 

In support of their respective cusos tho pmtVs mainly 
leliad upon document,-., which were formally placed on 
the record. Jn addition, the petitioner orally examined 
A chary a Jugal Kisliore, M.C.A., General Secret-m of tho 
,\U India (’ingress Committee and, at the Rcsnondcnt a 
imt-acce Mr. N. C. Mehta, I.C.S., (Retd.) Chief ( < m- 
rn'srioner, Mr. E. V. Moon, l.C.H (Retd.), Deputy Chief 
Coimrii-rioni'r and Air Ath-ini, Assistant Secretary (Pol.), 
Himachal Pradesh, were examined on commission 'it. 
Simla. At flic conclusion of tho evidence learned Coun- 
sel for both pirtius addressed the Committee at length. 

Before dealing with the .ssnes as framed, it is necessary 
to (om.uHr on objection raised on behalf of the Respondent 
in regard to die jurisdiction of the Credentials Commiti eo. 
In the additional pleas filed by him on the 26th of 
November 1948, it w-as stated that the Credentials Com- 
mittee had no jurisdiction to go into tho question of the 
oomposirion or constitution of the Electoral Coliege that 
matter being exclusively within the authority of Iho Chief 
CommN&ir.ner. In tho lengthy statement mad- by the 
Respondent m'ally before framing the Issues, he did not 
lely on this plea nor did he ask for a specific issue being 
framed on it. At the conclusion of hiR arguments, how- 
ever, the learned counsel for the Respondent raised the 
point again. Though it was not covered by ar v of the 


issues W'e allowed him to argue it and heard him at 
length. In our opinion, the plea has been raised under a 
mir-up prehension, It is not objected by the pe tit ion or — 
as, indeed, it could not be — that the Chief Commissioner 
had no power to make provision lor the constitution of the 
Electoral (ohegt. It is conceded on his behalf tli.it under 
Rule 4(2). tiained by the President of the Constituent 
Assembly on ine 2nd of August 1048, it was exclusively 
within the (lied Commissioner’s discretion to fix olio 
number of members of the Electoral College and i.av down 
their qualifications and the manner in which they were 
to be appointed, whether by olection by a particular party 
or association of persons, or by nomination, and if the 
latter, by whom. The petitioner’s objection, however, is 
that no Electoral Colloge actually came into existence in 
accordance villi the rules laid down in the Chief Com- 
missioners Notification of tho 1st September or the modi- 
fications made therein on the 8rd/4th September and that 
tho meeting at which the Respondent ”.iu oh cit’d was not a 
meeting of the Electoral College as so constituted. It is 
contended that even if such modifionl ions had been made 
by' the Depi ly Chief Commissioner under the authority 
of ihe Chief Commissioner, the persons who took part 
in the meeting of the 29th September, at which the Res- 
pondent was denied, were not properly nppointe 1 “re- 
presentatives of tho Congress Party in ench District ', a 3 
required by lie modified rules above referred to an l had no 
right to take part in and vote at the election, tliai the con- 
vening of the meeting and proceedings thereat ,vc« viliited 
by in egularities and that, therefore, the eLiic.n was 
void. Obviously, these are matters which the Credent, inis 
Committeo is competent to examine and decide It is 
well-settled that while an Election Tribunal is not com- 
petent to go into objections challenging the validity or 
propriety ct tlie rules framed bv appropriate imthoiiiw for 
the formation ■>’ the Electoral College, it is the function 
of the Tribunal— indeed it is its duty — the ascertain that 
these rules had been duly observed, that the met ting of 
tho Electoral College had been properly convened, that it 
was attended by persons who were qualified under the 
rules to be its members and that there was no material 
irregularity in the conduct of the proceedings such as 
might vitiate the election. As the objections raised by the 
petitioner fall within this category, the Credentials Com- 
mittee, clearly, has jurisdiction to determine them. We, 
therefore, see no force in the pieliminarv objection raised 
by the Respondent. 

We will now proceed to examine the grounds on which 
the petitioner seeks to challenge the Respondent’s election. 
The first contention raided on hiB behalf is that tho Deputy 
Chief Commissioner had no power to make any modificat’on 
in the rules for the composition of the Electoral College ns 
laid down in the Notification issued on the 1st of 
September by the Chief Commissioner, who alone had 
been designated by the President of the Const) ruent 
Assembly’ as the authority to make provision for tho const i- 
tution of ihe Eleci.oral College It is true that there is no 
orler cii tho nle passed by the Chief Commiss.oner dele- 
gating any of his powers to the Deputy Chief Commis- 
sioner. But the Deputy Chief Commissioner’s letter of 
the 6th September, communicating to the Deputy I'om- 
t (fission cm of the four d’slricts, tho modifications made on 
the 3rd/4th September, purports to havo been issued “By 
Order”. Further, the Chief Commissioner, Mr. N. C. 
Mohta, in his statement In foro the Local Commissioner 
has said “I authorised the Deputy Chief Commissioner ta 
take all necessary action” in regard to the election. In' 
tho circumstances, we do not find any substance in the 
petitioner’s contention and must reject it. 

The petitioner next urges that no Electoral College 
came into existence in accordance with the modified rules,- 
under which the College was to consist of “two representa- 
tives of the Congress Party in each District” His con- 
tentions are: — - 

(i) that these changes were not properly notified to the 

Congress organisations in the Districts, parti- 
cularly in Mahasu, where there were no less than 
seventeen Congress Committees functioning at 
that time; 

(ii) that the time fixed for selecting such representa- 
tives was too short to enable meetings to be 
held in the Districts for the purpose and for the

No changes in tbps,, dates were mat 1 a the Deputy Chiet 
Commissions on the 3rd/ 1th September or the ordei 
communicated by him to the Deputy Commissioner of th 
Districts on the 6th September The dates, originally 
fixed, therefore, stood. No nominations, however, were 
received by the 15th September from the Congress Party 
in any district. On the 22nd September, a notification 
was issued changing the date of the meeting of Tie 
Electoral College from the 25th to the 29th September 
but it was not until the 26th September that the date f n 
filing nominations of representatives was fixed as the 28th 
On that elate, ( i.e . the 26th September) telegrams were 
sent to the Deputy Commissioners i, 1 the four districts 
saving that the time for receiving nominations had been 
e v tended to the 28th and that the President oi Secretary 
of the District Congress Committee be asked to give to 
the Deputy Commissioner of the District concerned the 
names of two representatives before that date and that 
these names be communicated to the Chief Commissioner 
bv express telegram immediately after their receipt as 
the meeting of the Electoral College was to be he’d on 
the 29th September. 

Himachal Pradesh comprises extensive liiUy country, 
scattered from Sivmoor on the borders of the United 
Provinces to Charnba which adjoins Jammu and Kashmir 
ten i low mirl has ver' 7 scanty means ot communications 
The meeting of the Electoral Co’lege was to be held at 
Simla, which is about 500 miles from the headquarters 
of Chamba and Mandi Districts. In the interior of the 
districts, there are no modern means of communication 
Obviously, two days (26tli to 28th) was too short a time 
for the selection of “representatives of the Congress 
Party” in these Districts and for these representatives 
to reach Simla on the 29th in time for the meeting of the 
Electoral Co’lege. The inevitable happened. The Deputy 
Commissioner of Mandi wired to the Ch T ef Commissioner 
on the 28th September lliat the President of the 
District Congress Committee had expressed bis inability 
to convene a meeting of the Committee al such 
short, notice. In Chamba the District Congress Com- 
mittee appears to have held some sort of meeting and 
elected two representatives, who actually started from 
Chamba on the 28th, but their motor-car broke down on 
the way and thev sent a telegram saying that it was no! 
possible for them to reach Sim 1 a on the 29tli and that ili a 
meeting be postponed The two representatives of the 
Sirmoor District Congress Committee however, attended 

With regard to Mahasu District the position was 
peculiar. This District was formed by the Merger cl 
seventeen States in the Simla Hills. Before the Merger, 
each State had a separate Praja Mandal, which auto- 
matically became the “State Congress Committee” on 
the 15th ol April, 1948 It was intended to integrate 
these State Congress Committees into a District Congress 
Committee, but this had not been done. It is common 
ground that these seventeen State Congress Committees 
continued to function and no District Congress Committee 
ever came into existence. Some of these State Congress 
Committees had very large membership. In Bushahr 
alone there were as many as 7000 primary members. 
According to the instructions of the Chief Commissioner, 
the “two representatives of the Congress Party’’ in each 


District were to be selected by the Dish et Congress Com- 
mittee. This, however, was not possible m Mahasu in the 
absence of a duly constituted District Conjress Committee. 
The petitioner contends that in these circumstances, “the 
Congress Party in the District”, consisted of the seventeen 
State Congress Committees and they jointly should have 
elected the two representatives on the Electoral Co’lege. 
No meeting of these Committees or their representatives 
was held, oi could be held, between the 26th and the 28th 
ol September Mahasu District thus ltiueineA unpre- 
seuted on h e Electoral Col'cge, which w... not properly 
constituted. 

The two persons, who actually attended the meeting 
o' ’ e L9lh as the “representatives” of Mahasu District 
u! i t* 1 u the election, had been nominated bv 
Pi A 8 Ppiuinr f ilesponde it) in his capacity as Presi- 
de! t of th° II macbal Pradesh Provisional Provincial Con 
gres'. Committee How this Committee came into 
- f enee is explained by the Respondent in his statemei ' 
befoie us and also m the evidence of Acharya Jug T 
Kishoie. Secretary of the A.I.C C. They have stated that 
when tin Merger of different Stvte-, either into States’ 
Unions oi in the Dominion of India began, the Workira 
Committee of the \ I C C. decided that wherever the 
Pepional Councils of the Praia Manduls existed, they 
would automatically function provisionally as Provincial 
Congress Committees in the merged areas, until the latter 
were properly elected according to the Congress consti- 
tution In other areas, like the Himachal Pradesh, which 
had merged in the Indian Dominion and where no 
Regional Council existed, the Working Committee would 
appoint Provisional Provincial Congress Committees con- 
sisting of nominated members As there was no Regional 
Council in the Himachal Pradesh, a Provisional Provincial 
Congress Committee was appointed for the Province in 
May 1948. It originally consisted of 13 members, which 
number was raised to 17 a few weeks later. Dr. Y. S. 
Parmar was appointed the President of this Committee. 
The case for the Respondent is that the meeting of the 
Provisional Provincial Congress Committee was held on 
the 13th of September, 1948, at Sirmoor where a reso- 
lution was passed authorising him, as the President, 
“to take necessary steps with regard to the nomination 
of the representatives of the Congress Party in each 
district on the Electoral College” and that “if it became 
necessary to send in the nominations, the President him- 
self would do that or ask the District Congress Commit- 
tees, wherever they existed, to do so.” The Respondent 
says that, acting under the authority of this resolution, 
he nominated Shri Padam Dev and Shri L. D. Verma 
as Congress representatives from Mahasu District on the 
Electoral College. The Respondent has also placed on 
the record a copy of another resolution passed by the 
Himachal Pradesh Provisional Provincial Congress Com- 
mittee in its meeting held on the 20th of January, 1949, 
confirming his action in nominating these two persons 
as representatives of Mahasu District on the Electoral 
College. The Respondent has further attempted to show 
that the procedure followed by him had the approval 
of the Congress High Command but Acharya Jugal 
Kishore, Secretary of the A.I.C.C., who has been 
examined as a witness before us, has contradicted this. 
He has definitely stated that he, as the Secretary of the 
A.I.C.C. did not give any authority to the Ilimachal 
Pradesh Provisional Provincial Congress Committee to 
nominate the representatives of Mahasu District on the 
Electoral College, nor was any direction issued by the 
A I O C for netting nn anv particular candid on 1 chalf 
of Ihe Congress. Reference in this connection has been 
mode bv 7 both parties to certain correspondence which 
s T li«- r «(in Dr I-Timar anil the V 1 t 1 1 <yTi h 1 i 
and after the election, and also to certain letters ’between 
Acharya Jugal Kishore and Babu Rajendra Prasad, ‘he 
then President of the Congress This correspondence is 
in our opinion, not relevant to the points at icsuo bef ire 
ns All that we have to see is whether the Electoral 
College was pronerh constituted in accordance wi+h the 
rides laid down by the Chief Commissioner in th» Noti- 
fication of the 1st of September, as modified on the 
3rd /4th of September. Anv directions issued by the 
A.I.C.C. to the Himachal Pradesh Provisional Provincial 
Congress Committee or the opinions expressed by the 
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'' Secretary or the President of the A.I.C.C. on the intemul 
affairs of the Congress in the Province or the conduct ot 
the Respondent relating thereto can have no bearing on 
the question whether the Electoral College was properl v 
constituted. Under the rules, Mahasu District was to 
have “two representatives of the Congress Party in the 
District’ ' on the Electoral College. These reprscntutives 
could not possibly be nominated by the Respondent who, 
admittedly does not belong to that District and is not even 
a member of any of the Seventeen Congress Committees 
which were functioning therein. The rules gave him no 
power, as the President of the Himachal Pradesh Provi- 
sional Provincial Congress Committee, to make such 
nominations . The petitioner has urged that the meeting 
of the Provisional Provincial Congress Committee, stated 
to have been hold on the 13th September at Sirmoor, was 
not properly convened and that though he was one of its 
members, he had no notice of it. We do not think it 
necessary to investigate this matter, as vre are of opinion 
that the Provisional Provincial Congress Committee had 
no authority under the rules to elect or nominate the 
representatives of the Mahasu District on the Electoral 
College or to invest its President with such authority. 
The resolution of the 20lb January, 1949, confirming and 
ratifying the action ol the President in nominating the 
two members for Mahasu District is obviously of no effect 
This meeting was held more than three months after tin- 
election and more than two months after the present 
petition. had been presented Such ei pouf facto unifi- 
cation cannot vivo any validity to the nominations if they 
were bad ab initio. 

In this connection it is necessary to ■onsider u further 
contention laised h\ the Respondent that it had been 
“settled” botweoii him and the Depute Commissioner 
that the two lcpresentativeB of Mahasu District on the 
Electoral College be nominated bv him in his rapacity as 
President of the Himachal Pradesh Provisional Provin- 
cial Congress Committee find that it was m pursuance ol 
this “settlement" that he had nominated the two persons 
aforesaid as such represents fives . In support ot this 
contention he roliei upon a letter, written by him to the 
Deputy Chief Commissioner on the 26th of Septan bin 
194S, relevant extracts from which have already been 
reproduced in catensO in an earlier nail ot this Report In 
that letter the Respondent had said. "1 have. <x-i milted 
wiHi yon through Mr. Antani, authorised the Secretin v 
of tire H.P.C.C. hi tile nominations of Mahasu lnembcm 
with tho Deputy Commissioner, Mahasu" Then- i- 
however, no evidence on the record that any such 
“settlement” had, fn fact, been arrived at. No order ol 
the Chief Commissioner or the Doputv Chief Cqmini.s- 
aioner to this effect has been produced. Neither Mr. 
h, C. Mehta nor Mr. Moon, in their statements before the 
local Comniispionei , made any reference to it nor was 
any question in' regard to it put to Mr Antani. when he 
was in the witness box. The allegation therefore, 
remains unproved. 

But assuming that imv such “settlement'' had in fact 
been arrived nt, it was of no legal effect whatever. The 
rules for the constitution of the Electoral College wore 
contained in the Chief Commissioner's Notification ot tin 
1st of September, as modified on the 3rd/4th September, 
under Which the College was to consist of “two represen- 
tatives of the Congress Party in each District’ . If eii- 
cumstatices had arisen which necessitated a further modi- 
fication in the rules a formal notification emnodyinv suck 
modifications should have been issued and due publicity 
given to it in good time before the election Tho i ides 
already made and published could not be modified ~.n the 
eve of' tho election in this casual manner in the course of 
-conversation between a subordinate of the Chief 1 omniis- 
■eioner and one of tin candidates or by messages verbally 
sent through the fotmer It must, therefoi i, he held 
that the so-called “settlement" has not neen proved 
and, in anv case, it was wholly ineffectual and could not 
possibly deprive the “CongrcRS Party” in Mahasu 
District of their legal right to select two re-itescntaiives 
vn the Electoral College 

After careful consideration, we are of the opinion that 
the two persons who attended the meeting of the Electo- 
ral College as “representatives of the Congress Pmty in 
Mahasu District” were not properly appointed members 


of the College that they hud no right to take part in the 
election of the Member for the Province on the Consti- 
tuent 4sse:nbly, find that their votes were improperly 
received. 

Before concluding tins part of the case we may also 
point out that at the mooting of the Electoral College 
held on the 29th September, neither the Chief Commis- 
sioner nor the Deputy Chief Commissioner was presoot, 
and the meeting mis presided over by Mr. Antani, 
Assistant Secretary (Pol.). The Chief Commissioner was 
the authority designated by the President ol the Constitu- 
tuent Assembly in regard to the election of the Member 
from Himuclial Pradesh in the Assembly. If fjr any 
reason it was not possible for him to preside at the 
meeting of the Electoral College, he could have nominat- 
ed any other person to do so Thero is, however, nothing 
oi. the record to show that this was done. Mi. N. C. 
Mehta, when examined as a witness before the Local 
Commibsioiiei frankly- admittod his ignorance of all 
matters in connection with this election and in reply to 
questions put to him said “that such questions may be 
referred to the Deputy Chief Commissioner and tno Assis- 
tant Secretary w'ho handled all this matter The 
Deputy Chief Commissioner, Mr, Moon, in his evidence, 
stated that he had “no personal knowledge of the proceed- 
ings of the Electoral College” and that he “could not re- 
member who presided over the meeting of the Electoral 
College held on the 29th of September”. Prom the Election 
file in the Chief Commissioner’s Office it appears that the 
Chief Commissioner inquired if his presence at the 
meeting was necessary. Mr. Antani put up a note that 
“ho had consulted Dr. Parmar and he had advised that 
the presence of neither tho Chief Commissioner nor that of 
the Deputy Clfief Commissioner at the meeting was 
necessary" fifth t-heRo officers appended their initials 
to this note Neither ol them, however, nassed an order 
in writing appointing Mr. Antani as tho Returning Officer, 
or authorising him to preside at the meeting and conduct 
the proceedings. 

From what has been stated above it is clear that the 
Elecboial College was not constituted in accordance with 
the Notification of the 1st September, as modified on the 
3rd /4th , September, that there was not sufficient time 
given to “the Congress Paxty” in each District to select 
its representatives, oi for the persons so selected to attend 
the meeting. At the meeting itself the proceedings 
were not conducted by a duly authorised Returning 
Officer. These are, very serious irregularities which, in 
our opinion, vitiate the election. 

Wo have now to consider the question whether the 
petitioner has locus standi to present this petition. Rule 
53 of the “Rules of Procedure of the Constituent 
Assembly” tor India lays dowu thot “an election petition 
against any returned candidate may bo presented to the 
President by a ly candidate or elector on the ground of 
irregularity oi corrupt practice”. The Respondent con- 
tends that he had been elected by the Electoral College 
and as the Petitioner was not a member of the College 
and therefore not entitled to vote at the election by the 
College, lis was not an “elector”. Nor was he a 
“candidate” for =ucT election; he had therefore no light 
to present this petition The Petitioner concedes that 
he was not a “candidate” at the election hut he maintains 
that he was an ‘ elector” 

hi the Rules of Proeedme of the Constitneui Assembly 
there is a definition of the word “candidate ’, but the 
word “elector’’ has not been defined. Con 'sel I or the 
parties have referred us to various Dictionaries and books 
on the Law of Elections and to some derided cases. 
According to Webster “elector” has n general Meaning 
and it has also various special meanings. Tire general and 
wider manning is; “One who elects; one who has a right 
of choice’ . The special meanings aro narrower, varying 
according to the provisions of the Statutes or rules framed 
thereunder which regulate election to officers or legisla- 
tive and other bodies. These special meanings, how- 
ever, must be restricted in their application to fhe parti- 
cular cases to which they relate and cannot be extended 
to others. In Great Britain, for instance, 'elector” liau 
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b«m taken to mean a person qualified to vote in the elec- 
tion oi members ot Parliament as Laid down in the Parlia- 
mentary Elections (Act) 81-82, Viet. C. 125, Sec.. 5, 
which provider that an election petition may bo presented 
by— 

(i) a person who voted or had a right to vote at the 

election to which the petition relates; 

(ii) some person claiming to have had a right to be 

leturned or elected at such election; or 
(tii) some person alleging himself to have been a 
candidate nt such election. 

This provision baa been adopted in the laws or tcguiu- 
tions governing elections to other offices and bodies speci- 
fied therein and has been reproduced in many of the text 
books cited before us 

In the United States ol America “eloctor” has a special 
meaning as one of the persons choRen by the vote o[ tho 
f people to the Electoral College, the function of which is 
to elect the Pi evident or the Vioe President. 

We have been asked to interpret the word “elector' 
in Pule 58 of the Buies of Procedure of the Constituent 
Assembly in accoidance with these definitions, but as 
stated already the word “elector” is not defined in those 
Rules, nor do they contain any specific provisions for 
election by an Electoral College. Nor, again, did tho 
Chief Commissioner’s Notification, under which the 
Member for Himachal Pradesh was to be elected by an 
Electoral College, constituted in the manner laid down 
therein, make any provision as to tho stage when, and 
the persona by whom, the selection of the representatives 
of a particular District could be questioned and its vali- 
dity determined. In America, whore on election is held 
by an Electoral College, the rules contain olaborato pro- 
visions for framing the preliminary roll of electors, and 
finalising it after hearing objections and claims ; tho elec- 
tion by such olectora of their representatives on tho Elec- 
toral College; the hearing and determination of objec- 
tions to this election, and finally the election by the 
members of the College of the President or the Vice- 
President. Similar provisions exist in the Rules of Pro- 
cedure of other bodies, where an election is held in two 
stages. In such cases, there is a properly constituted 
and well-defined College composed of members whose 
eleotion has boen tested and found valid before the College 
meets to hold the final eleotion. A petition to challenge 
this last-mentioned election can only be made either by 
person who was a candidate at such election or by an 
“elector", which in the context, would obviously mean 
a member of the college. 

In the present case, however, tho position is entirely 
different. No separate ruleB for the constitution of the 
Electoral College and for receiving objections to the 
election or nomination of members thereof had been 
framed. There was only one Notification dealing with 
the nominations of the representatives of tho Congress 
Party on the Electoral College and for tho election by the 
Electoral College of the Member of the Constituent 
Assembly. A period of two days only had been allowed 
for the nomination of representatives to the Electoral 
College and the meeting of the College at which the 
election was to bo held. The persons who purported to 
represent Mahasu were in no senso “representatives of 
the Congress Party in the District”; they were the nomi- 
nees of the Respondent. This nomination had not 
been made known to the members oi tho “Congress Party 
in the District” or otherwise published. Tho earliest 
and tho only opportunity which the Petitioner had of 
challenging the nominations, therefore, was after the 
election by tho so-called Electoral College had been hold. 
The Petitioner presented the Petition very soon after tho 
election was notified in the Gazette, unci has challenged 
both the nomination of members of the Electoral College 
as well as the election by the College itself. 

In such a case, where there in no properly elected 
Electoral College the word "elector” must be construed 
in its genera] and wider sense as including the ultimate 
elector of a representative to the Electoral College. 
Otherwise, a group of pseudo-represontativee may form 
an Electoral College and purport to hold an "election” 
of n Member to the Constituent Assembly and such 


election would not be open to challenge by anyone. If 
the word “elector” is to be interpretted in the narrow 
sense as meaning only the members of the so-cabed 
Electoral College, it would have the result of leaving with- 
out ,i remedy the persona vitally interested in the election, 
namely, the members of the “Congress Party hi the 
District” whose representatives were to form the Electoral 
College Tho Petitioner as the President of the Bushahr 
Congrobs Committee and a member of the Congress 
Party m tho District is vitally interested in the election of 
the Member for the Provinoe in the Constituent Assembly, 
lie has, in his Petuiou challenged the election at both the 
stages. lie is, ihonToie an “elector” in tho election to 
which the Petition relates and has dearly locus standi to 
present the PetiPon. We accordingly decide issues No. 'lj 
and (2) in his taioui. 

The Learned Consul tor the Respondent has relerred 
us to Rule (3t) ot tho Rules ot Procedure, which enumerates 
tho cases in which the Credentials Committee can report 
that the election bo declared void Ho has urged that 
even if the Electoral College was not properly constituted, 
this finding would not be sufficient to bring the case with- 
in Rule 00. In our opinion this contention is not round. 
In the present ease it has been found that two of the 
four persons who took part in the election were not pro- 
perly appointed members of the Electoral College; they 
had no right to take part in the election and their votes 
were improperly received. This is, therefore, a case o£ 
improper reception of votes at tho eleotion which has 
materially affected its result nnd, clearlv, falls within Rule 
60 . 

For the reasons stated above we are of the opinion that 
tho election of the Respondent aa Member of the Consti- 
tuent Assembly for Himachal Pradesh, held on the 29th 
September, 1948, is \ i tinted by serious irregularities and 
cannot be upheld. We, therefore, recommend to the 
President that the election bo declared void. 

We also recommend that in the circumstances, the, 
parties be left to bear their own costm A sum of Rs. 
1000 j deposited by the petitioner as security under rude 
vtl of the Rules of Procedure, Constituent Assembly of 
India, may be refunded to him.

The Honourable President of the Constituent Assembly 
has referred this matter to the Credentials Committee and 
a repoit in connection with it will be submitted to him. 
In this connection I do not agree with the view expressed 
by other members id regard to tho jurisdiction of the 
Credentials Committee. My conviction is all the more 
confirmed when I read Sections 53, 50 and 00 together 
with the letter No. CA/8/Ser/48 sent on behalf oi the 
Honourable President and tho telegram dated September 
22, 1948 referred to in it and from them I draw the con- 
clusion that so far aa the work of the preparation of 
electoral roils is concerned, the Credentials Committee 
cannot- interfere in it 

In regard to the electors nominated by the Chief Com- 
missioner it is said that those belonging to Mahasu 
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District have not been nominated prope ly. In fact when 
the Deputy ( 'hiel Commissioner, w ho i acting m accent 
ance with the powers delegated to him by the Chiei 
Commissioner came to know tnat them w as no Dm riot 
Congress Committee in Mahasu District, he asked the 
President ot die P.C.C to ai i two name- trom 2 > ■'•u 
District to be nominated as electors. The Presidem of 
the P. C. C., who is acedeut-dly the re .UjU too, s in 
two names. The other members raise two objections in 
this regard. 

(a) They do not accept it to be a proved fact that 
the Deputy Chief Commissioner asked for two 
names.

(b) They do not consider this a constitutional pio- 
cedure wo. 

So far as the question of not accepting it as a proved 
fact is concerned, I do not agree with th m because 
firstly the consul of the petitioner has accepted this in- 
cident as a real tact. He has used the following words. 

“On the other hand what hajipened w r as that the Depu’.v 
Chief Commissioner and respondent ee < tc an u 1 . x m - 
ment that the representatives of the Mahasu District Lc 
nominated bv the Secretary of the Ad hoc Committee i.c . 
P.C.C ” 

Together with these words he has refer ed to lespon- 
dent’s letter dated 26th September 1948 to prove the 
truthfulness of this fact. When the petitioner has an opt- 
ed ibis fact and m its suppoit has rete.red to the et'er ot 
the respondent and the respondent 'oo has aec'ptM that 
letter in his statement on oath, that is to say when both 
the parties are m agreement in regard to the same fact, 
it would not be proper to consider it as disproved fact. It 
is not necessary to produce further evidence in support of 
a fact which is accepted by both the parties. 

I also feel that since there was no Congress Committee 
in Mahasu D'strict, the Deputy Chief Commissioner could 
have done nothing better than to ask the P. C. C., which 
had sufficient representatives of Mahasu District, io S' nd 
two names and that he did. 

So far as the question of this procedure being constitu- 
tional is concerned, I feel, as I have said above, that it 
is beyond our jurisdiction. It has been said in the letter 
sent on behalf of the Honourable Piesident also ( ref e. red 
to above) that: 

“Chief Commissioner is the sole judge of the appropriate- 
ness or otherwise of the electoral college”. In the circum- 
stances the Credentials Committee has no authority to 
raise an objection iq regard to an electoral college. 
Sections 53 and 60 fully support this point of view. 

We can say that the Chief Commissioner or the Deputy 
Chief Commissioner has committed some mistakes in 
adopting a particular procedure of election but in the 
absence of detailed rules for guidance, we cannot saw that 
he has acted unconstitutionally. Even if we consider his 
action as unconstitutional, it cannot come under the juris- 
diction of the Credentials Committee. 

If the definition of the elector is taken to be as extensive 
as it has been accepted by other members, it will b-’come 
necessary to have the whole matter of electo al colleges 
and electors investigated by the Credentials Committee. 
Besides, in the provinces and Unions, where Assemblies 
are functioning, such a definition w'ould mean that the 
wTiole matter of electoral colleges and electors should be 
investigated by the Credentials Committee. Under the 
p esent rub s we should not give separate definitions f 
the elector for territoiics where Assemblies are functioning 
and for tho-- 1 n .-re the? are not functioning 

I submit + o the ITonomflhle President that in the light 
of the nfo'pmrntiored leller be may see whether it is 
acceptable that the jurisdiction oi the Credentials Com- 
mittee is so extensive as to enable i + to consider I he vali- 
dity of the nomination of electors and the formation of 
ehcforal colleges If he i of the view that this is , c- 
ceptable, my dissent should have no effect on the judg- 
ment of my friends. Otherwise the judgment will have 
to be different from what it is.
